Although the report that Now Orleans 


b&3 surrendered to our array cornea through 
rebel sources, we have Httlo doubt of Us 
uo.-rectneas. Our gunboata having run by 
the forts below tho ci'y, no greater obstruc- 
tions would, probably, be found between 
that point and tho city. It is not likely, 
either, that the attack was made from one 
direction only. The other route for our forces 
would be through Lakes Borgno and Pont- 
clmrtrain. Should this have boon success- 
ful, also, tbo flight of tbo rebels from tho 
city would have been entirely cut off. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that thoy were in 
great consternation, and that iu the midst 
of their excitement they burnt their cotton 
and some of their steamboats. We do not 
bcliove, however, that thoro was a great 
amount of cotton to burn, as the merchants 
and planters would not risk a very large 
amount of it in ao dangerous a locality, 
where it waa sura to be destroyed either by 
friends or foes. 
They, probably, had a 


small stock on hand for the purpose of load- 
ing such vessels as would attempt running 
the blockade. 


As the.rebels acknowledge this disas- 


ter to their army themselves, wo see no 
good reason to doubt it, especially as the 
most elaborate preparations bad been made 
upon our part to accomplish what is said 
to have happened. 
When we wero ready 


to begin, there has been but little doubt of 
sticcesH, on tho part of our oflicers eugaged 
in the enterprise. We, therefore, believe 
that Now Orleans haa surrendered. 


Savanunh Coiu»».Next. 


Intelligence from Savannah has been re- 


ceived that the fort above Pulaski has sur- 
rendered, and that our pickets are within 
four miles of tho city. It is not probable 
tliat the people of Savannah, aftor their 
forts have thus fallen into our hand*, will 
wait for our soldiers to carry it by assault. 
It would, under such circumstances, bo very 
likely to be destroyed, and with all tbe gas- 
conade of tbe southern people about apply- 
ing the torch to their property, when tho 
lime cornea to do it, they will hesitate as 
long aH others. They aro not Mixious, ci- 
ther, to see tboir homes burned over their 
heads by shot aud shell.

News from Pittsburg Landing to four 


o'clock on Saturday aftermion has bocu re- 
ceived. Our army was gradually moving 
forward towards Corinth. Tho roads had 
been improving, but another rain had ren- 
dered them almost impassable. Deserters 
report that Beauregard ia evacuating his 
position at Corinth, aud moving bis army 
either to Columbus, Miss., or Memphis. If 
the nowa of the surrender of Now Orleans 
is true, he will bo likely to go to Columbus, 
as that is southeast from Corinth, away 
from tho Mississippi river. With Now Or- 
leans in our bands, tho rebels will sen at 
once that the Mississippi must soon bo eu- 
tirely under our control. They will, there- 
fore, go as far away from it as possible, if 
they believe Corinth untenable, and if they 
intend to prolong tho contest, Columbus 
would be a good point for them, aa it is on 
the oztreme eastern .sido of the stato of 
Mississippi, upon a navigable river which 
connects them with tho railroads of the 
eastern confederate states, and upon a rail- 
road running to Mobile. 


The Montreal Commercial Advertiser 


quote/? a remark of Parson Brownlow, that 
the only mean thing he ever know Zolli- 
coffer to do was "to join the southern con- 
federacy, and fight under such a cause," 
and then adds: 
" Other people will think that Zollicoffer 


wan as consistent and honorable in the last 
net of bia lifo as it is admitted that ho was 
iu ita previous course. He fought and died 
for a holy cause as over sent a patriot and 
a soldier to battle." 


Such worda are commendable for their 


frankness, though despicable for tho senti- 
ment they express. They outstrip tho ut- 
terances of tbe London Times in tbe former 
quality by as much as they fall behind 
them in the tatter. 


NEW YORK, April 25. 


TAX PLAN or THE NEW YOUK CUAMHEB 


<»' CoMMKBt'K.—Tho Chamber of Commerce 
has adopted a memorial to congress, pro- 
posing tbo raising of two hundred and fifty 
•nillion dollars by taxation, as follows: 
From all sales of goods and merchandise 
und other property at retail and wholesale, 
u tax of ono per cent., yielding, your me- 
morialists believe, the annual sum of one 
hundred and fifteen million dollars ; from 
the tariff, the sum of fifty million; from 
an excise or tax on cotton of two cents per 
pound, thirty million; from au excise or 
tax on whisky and other liquors of twenty- 
live centa per gallon, twenty-five million; 
tram an excise or tax on malt liquors of 
live centi per gallon, eight million; from a 
direct tax on real and personal property, 
twelve million ; total, two hundred nu six- 
ty-four million dollars.

EDITORS GAZKTTE: — There has been so 


little news to communicate of late that I 
have not informed you of our movements. 
We arrived here on Sunday last on our way 
to Richmond, baring-left our encampment 
at Alexandria on the llth inst., to go ria 
Manasaas instead of going down the Po- 
tomac as we anticipated. 


Our brigade remains unchanged except 


it ia under the command of Colonol Cutler, 
of the 6th Wisconsin, General King being 
in command of the division, consisting of 
three brigades. Wo have been gradually 
Advancing nlong tho railroad as fabfc as the 
bridges weru rebuilt and the road put in or- 
der, but the progress is so alow and the 
damage to tho road so great that no effort 
will bo mado to repair it beyond the Knp- 
jmlmnnock at present. 


General McDowell has here a force suf- 


ficient to overcome any resistance that may 
be offered ; his cotnnmiid extends to Gen§ 


Banks', which ia within four miles of us at 
present. 
Yeaterduy, Auger's brigade of 


this division, advanced to the Rappaban- 
nock, supported by artillery and cavalry, 
for the purpose of getting possession of 
Fredericksburg, 28 miles distant. Before 
reaching their placo of destination they en- 
countered the enemy in force, drove them 
back, captured one of their encampments, 
with R loss ou our side of five killed and 
sixteen wounded, among the latter was a 
Mr. Brittou, of the 7th regiment, a most 
valuable scout. 


The rebels in their flight burned the 


bridge over the river at Fredericksburg, but 
the latest intelligence la that our troops are 
in possession of tho town. As every part 
of the railroad has to be guarded, the plan 
to obtain supplies will probably be via 
Aquta Creak and railroad to Fredericksburg, 
which will shorten the distance two-thirds. 


Our Wisconsin troops are in excellent 


health and One spirits. The prospect of 
active service having reduced the sick list 
so as toleave the surgeons without business. 
We have lain dormant BO long that the most 
exhilirating tonic which can be prescribed 
for those on the sick list is " marching or. 
dera." When the long roll beats they ex- 
claim in tho language of Slmkspeare, 
" throw physic to the dogs, I'll none of it," 
and away they go to join their comrades, 
prefer! ng tho random ahota of the rebels to 
the unerring aim of the doctors. 


Our progress has been so slow that nm 


pie time has been furnished for a minute 
examination of the rebel position, his 
strength, while at Manasaas, bis defenses 
and resources. Whoever will make a care- 
ful inspection of the territory occupied by 
the army of the Potomac, their winter qunr 
ters and camping grounds, and compare 
them with that portion of territory occupied 
by the rebels, must conclude that they had 
a force nearly equal to ours, with far better 
accommodations in quarters, and an abund 
ancc of food and clothing. 
There is at the 


present time between Maimssas and the 
Kappabnnnock more wheat in the stack tm 
thrashed, than the inhabitants will neud for 
the next year, but BH our cavalry nro in 
need of forago and our boys are partial to 
straw bedd. They will thrash the' wheat for 
them, and them alfio, if they object. 


Although they wove well supplied, their 


sickness and mortality was severe and in 
some cases alarming. 
The 10th Alabama 


regiment lost 103 men in three months, 78 
of whom are buried near their camping 
grounds. A large percentage of their sick 
wore sent to Richmond, but their hospital 
accommodations at Mannnsas wero oxten 
sive, thoy consisted of five rows of ten build 
ings, each 'Jt by 128 feet, besides several 
detached buildings, which were all destroy* 
wd by the rebels iu their retreat, Tho buri. 
at ground adjoining contains '228 new made 
graves, and as almost every caiqp hud a 
burial place the aggregate number burled 
hero and at Centervillo amounts to over 
2,700, aside from those buried on the fields 
of battle. 


Their natural defences at Centerville were 


excellent, but their fortifications were more 
for show than hard service, not a fort at that 
place is sufficient to resist a 6 '2-pound shot, 
and their breast works and trenches could 
be passed over with case by cavalry at al' 
most any point. Their fortifications were 
well Bupplieil with field pieces, but there is 
no indications of any heavier artillery over 
having been mounted, except several logs 
or Quaker guns, which remained in position. 
These logo were placed so as to resemble 
heavy columbiada ' when seen from a dis 
tan ce, and had been placed iu pooition when 
the field pieces were removed, and there is 
not a fort iu the whole chain in which a 
heavy gun could be mounted and worked 
without material alteration in its construe 
lion. That they never had any heavy guns 
here is also evident from the fact that only 
one fort bad r. magazine, this was a very 
iuferior construction and had never been 
used. 


The indignities heaped upon our dead has 


not been ever estimated, you might find in 
many places evidences of their deeds which 
are perfectly outrageous and disgusting. A 
disposition to seek their utmost revenge on 
lifeless remains, seems to have been quite 
general. 


The country from the Potomac to the 


Kappnhannock is almost desolated, the 
houses are mostly destroyed, the farms 
stripped of their timber and fences, tho 
stock all appropriated as a military necessi- 
ty, and tho few remaining inhabitants look 
AS weary and care-worn as Old Virginia 
herself. 
Negroes are abundant and in high 


glee, ask oue where he bclougs, "I'so/rcc* 
uigger, sab," is hia reply. 
Crowds of them 


come into tho various camps daily, and tho 
information they bring, respecting the rebel 
movements, strength, &c., is generally re- 
liable. 


We are taking the world very patiently, 


waiting for operations at Yorktowu, and 
before wo move again wo shall cudavor to 
select comfortable quarters in Richmond.

Special from Cairo to Chicago Journal. 


— Reconnoisance in force waa made toward 
Corinth on Thursday. 
When nine miles 


out they surprised the rebel camp, look 27 
prisoners, destroyed the camp equipage, ad- 
vanced to Pea Ridge, within six miles of 
Corinth, remained from 11 o'clock in the 
morning until 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 
No signs of the enemy. 


Mr. Stevenson, of Danville, 111., who ao 


compnnied the reconnoisance, reports that 
he heard constant rolling of cars and sound 
ing of whistles towards Memphis. 
They 


got the impression that the rebels were 
evacuating Corinth for the latter place. 


WASHINGTON, April 26. 


The navy department has received dis- 


patches from Com. Foote, enclosing a re- 
port from Lieut. Cpm'd'g Gwian, dated 
the 1-ith inst., in which ho says the Tyler 
and Lexington conveyed two transports; 
containing 2,000 troops, infantry and cav- 
alry, under command of Gen. Sherman, to 
Cbioasaw, where they disembarked and 
proceeded rapidly to Bear Creek bridge, at 
the crossing of the Memphis & Charleston 
railroad, for the purpose of destroying it, 
and as much of the treasol work as they 
could find. The bridge, consisting of two 
spans of 110 feet each, was completely de- 
stroyed; that is, the superstructure, to- 
gether with some 5,000 feet of treaslework 
and half of telegraph. 
The rebels made a 


feeble resistance to our cavalry, 120 in 
number, but soon hastily retreated, losing 
four killed. Our loss was none. 


Tho navy department is desirous of learn 


ing the address of Mr. Birney, the inventor 
of the combustion shell. 


A dispatch received at the war depart 


merit, to-day, from Fort Monroe, says that 
the Richmond Despatch states that a fede 
ral gunboat had succeeded in passing Fort 
Jackson, below New Orleans, but the reb 
els say they regard it ap of little impor 
tance, for they have other defences to be 
depended on. 


Coir NEAR SPARTA, VA., April 2Mb. 


Several deserters and refugees corrobo 


rate tho previous reports, that Jackson, af- 
ter Hying from our advancing column, on 
Friday last, pushed forward to a point one 
mile north of Hnrrisonburg, where a turn 
pike branches to the left passing Magauheis 
town, on the south fork of the Shenandoah 
and tho Blue Ridge, and running thence to 
Gordonsvitle. Jackson's wagon train had 
been pushed toward Staunton, but hearing 
that town was iu possession of the Union 
troops; ho remained at Harrisonburg 


At an early hour, Saturday mornng, 


Jackson with his whole force and train, 
took the Gordonsvilhv turnpike, and at lat- 
est accounts, had reached MaganhcistoWn. 


On Saturday night, a squadron of the 


1st Vermont cavalry, while scouting the 
Luray road, beyond Massamitten moun- 
tain, fell in with a b?dy of tho enemy's 
cavalry. 
A skirmish ensued, resulting in 


the capture of seven of the enemy, and 11 
of their horses. None of our men were 
hurt, but a lieutenant had hia horse shot 
under him. 
Jackson's retreat from this 


valley has had a beneficial effect on the 
volunteers and drafting men from Rocking 
ham and the surrounding counties. Large 
numbers of thorn aro daily coming into 
our lines and delivering themselves up. It 
is stated that hundreds of them are now in 
tho mountains, hiding from Ashby's scouts, 
only awaiting an opportunity to oscapo to 
claim protection from Gen. Bunks.

The work of reducing tho rebel dofunHcs 


of New Orleans is actually in progress. — 
The fleet of gunboats and mortara under 
command of Captains Porter and Farrago t 
wero at last accounts bombarding Fort 
Jackson, and it is probable that they have 
before this time capturod it. 


Tbo following facts in reference to the 


defenses of Now Orleans, are official report a 
in possession of the war and navy depart- 
ments. 


Tho city of Now Orleans is virtually be 


sieged by land, lake, and river. 


There is no fortification immediately bo 


low tbo city. Seven or eight miles from 
tho upper Hue of boundary, there are built 
extensive earthworks on both sides of tbe 
river, and at tho battla ground, jabout an 
equul distance below the city, aro similar 
low works without casements, and on the 
Ifith of January last, without gnris. 


KOUTS JACKSON AND ST. 1'IIII.IP. 


The most imporlant approach to New 


Orleans is, of course, up tho Missisaipp! 
river. Here the defenses are more multi- 
farious, but are really, if we except one for 
tification, not formidable. Fort Jackson 
the strongest work, is one of our old Uni- 
ted States fortifications, situated GO miles 
below tho city, possessing 1C casematcd 
guns, and sonic 40 en barbette. Two ol 
tho guns tiro rifled 32a ; several of tho olh- 
era ase 68s ; tho remainder arc the old ar- 
mament. Fort .St. Philip, also a United 
States work, is directly opposite ; the river 
at this point is a trifle less than half a mile 
wide — the Misissippi grows narrower as 
you approach its mouth ; is built of low 
earth walls, with no casemates built, up to 
tho middle of January ,last. These forts 
are so situated that thoy command the riv- 
er three milen below them. 
From shore to 


shore between theso fortifications is stretch- 
ed a chain, composed of cables stolen from 
the ships in the harbor of New Orleans at 
the] time of the rebellion, The chain is 
suspended within a few feet of the surface 
oftliorivor by rafts, which are, in turn, 
held in their places by guys, running up 
stream, and fastened to tho neighboring 
trees. This chain is formidable in this 
that our boats must approach it from below 
and will have, in striking it, to push it up 
stream, having both tho strength of tho 
chain and tho force of tho current to con- 
tend with, 


DEPEN8K8 IN Till! HfAlt. 


Tho rear of Now Orleans may be said to 


consist of a chain of three lakes — tho north 
ern one, tho^anshce ; tho next Panchar- 
train, more immediately in tho rear of tho 
city; then Lake Borgne, which is really a 
well-protected bay on the shores of tho gulf. 
In approaching New Orleans in tho rear, 
our ships come out of the gulf, puss without 
obstacle into Lako Borgne, proceed on to 
tho Rigolets, a narrow entrance, half a mile 
wide, leading iuto Pont chart rain. Hero on 
an island scarcely visible in the surround- 
ing marsh, is situated Fort Pike ; for it 
must be understood tho Rigolets are not 
passages between two high banks, oa usual- 
ly suggested ; but racro deeper passages in 
an almost unusual spread of water. Fort 
Pike is an old fashioned United States 
work, mounting 12 casemated guns. Tho 
bar at the Rigolets seldom affords more 
than seven and a half feet of water, and 
this is really the defensive .feature of the 
placo ; but each side of tho bar the wo.ter is 
of great depth. Fort Wood, another forti- 
fication i\esr by, but moro inland, is not in 
the way of an advance to tho rear of the 
city, and requires no description. 


Our mortar and gunboats once b.eycnd 


Fort Pike, will find in Ijako Fonohtirtraiu, 
wh&t iu termed in New Orleans, six gun- 
boats—ordinary lake boats — mounting from 
two to six guns each, Theso boats ore not 
formidable, and wguld. make but litte resis- 
tance to our better built and moro perfect 
war craft. Tho gunboats of tho onenw \t\ 
ken, nothing interferes to interrupt the pro 
gress of our fprces tq the lake shore in tho 
rear of tho city, The shore .is hard, and 
so continues for <\ short distance inland, 
when, as in tho case of tbe laud on the riv- 
er front, it gradually sinks until it is lost in 
the surrounding swamp, Jf o.ny defense 
is attempted, by tho confederates, it must 
bo on thci causeways— the "shell roads" — 
that lead from New. Orleans along the 
ditchea dug to drain tho swamps | but our 
gunboats can easily and witn precision 
shell out these named places, njmloving ev- 
ery point uuteniMp. 


But another important point can bo gain- 


ed. Our gunboats can proceed up Pont- 
clmrtrain thirty-flvo miles, when they will 
reach Pass Mansho,', a narrow entrance that 
leadsjnto a lake of that name. 
Here, up- 


on piles, crosses tbe great Northern rail- 
way, which ia tho only land connection 
Now Orleans has with tho country lying on 
tho Mississippi river. This connection dc- 
atroycd, all communication with the city is 
cut off except by the river — a catastrophe 


to a long and success- 
of itself almost 
ful defense, 


OTHER DEFENSES. 


In addition to theso forts or chains there 


wore, on llio 15th of January, eight gun- 
boats afloat and four moro building, now 
probably completed, mounting from two to 
tour guns, but with no iron protection ex- 
cept to save tho machinery from being 
damaged. 


The floating battery, mado from the dry 


locks, mounted twenty guns en barbette, 
having in the center of the deck an iron 


casing to protect the engine used in pump 
ing the hull from intruding water. 


This battery now lies in the bottom of 


the river a few miles below New Madrid. 


Forts Jackson and Philip once taken by 


our troops, those who know New Orleans 
will believe that tbe city will surrender. 
The mass of tbe permant population is 
composed of intelligent men, and tbe com- 
mercial interests have always had a more 
clear idea of the folly of this rebellion 
than the people of the interior, At all 
events, after the forts alluded to fall, and 
tbe gunboats, which aro not really formid- 
able, are taken, New Orleans is helpless— 
more helpless, indeed, than any city can 
be; and wo look upon its speedy reduc- 
tion, once tbe work is undertaken, as cer- 
tain—and with its fall snaps tho backbone- 
of this formidable rebellion.

It i 
not surprising, therefore, that they were in 
great consternation, and that in the mids 
of their excitement they burnt their cottor 
and some of their steamboats. We do no 
believe, however, that there was a grea 
amount of cotton to burn, as the merchant 
and planters would not risk a very large 
amount of it in so dangerous a locality 
where it waa sure to be destroyed either b; 
friends or foes. 
They, probably, had 


small stock on hand for the purpose of load 
Jog such vessels as would attempt runnin 
the blockade. 


As the rebels acknowledge this disas 


ter to their army themselves, we see no 
good reason to doubt it, especially aa the 
moat elaborate preparations had been mad' 
upon our part to accomplish what is saic 
to have happened. When we were read;

success, on the part of our officers eiigagec 
Jr. the enterprise. 
We, therefore, believe 


that New Orleans has surrendered.

TAX PI.AX OK THE NEW YORK CHAMJJEK 


OF COMMERCE.—The Chamber of Commerce 
has adopted a memorial to congress, pro- 
posing the raising of two hundred and fifty 
•nillion dollars by taxation, as follows: 
From all sales of goods and merchandise 
and other property at retail arid wholesale, 
a tax of one per cent., yielding, your me- 
morialists believe, the annual sura of one 
hundred and fifteen million dollars ; from 
the tariff, the sum of fifty million ; from 
an excise or tax on cottsu of two cents per 
pound, thirty million ; from au excise or 
tar on whisky aud other liquors of twenty- 
rive cents per gallon, twenty-five million; 
trom an excise or tax on malt liquors of 
live cents per gallon, eight million ; from a 
direct tax on real and personal property, 
twelve million : total, two hundred au six- 
sv-four million dollars.

CHICAGO, April 26. 


Special from Cairo to Chicago Journal. 


—Reoonnoisance in force was made toward 
Corinth on Thursday. When nine miles 
out they surprised the rebel camp, took 27 
prisoners, destroyed the camp equipage, ad- 
vanced to Pea Ridge, within six miles of 
Corinth, remained from 11 o'clock in the 
morning until 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 
No signs of the enemy. 


Mr. Stevenson, of Danville, III., who ac- 


companied the reconnoisance, reports that 
he heard constant rolling of cars and sound- 
ing of whistles towards Memphis. 
They 


got the impression that the rebels were 
evacuating Corinth for the latter place. 


WASHINGTON, April 26. 


The navy department has received dis- 


patches from Com. Foote, enclosing a re- 
port from Lieut. Com'd'g Gwian, dated 
the 14th inst., in which he says the Tyler 
and Lexington C3nveyed two transports, 
containing 2,000 troops, infantry and cav- 
alry, under command of Gen. Sherman, to 
Chicasaw, where they disembarked and 
proceeded rapidly to Bear Creek bridge, at 
the crossing of the Memphis & Charleston 
railroad, for the purpose of destroying it, 
and as much of the tressel work as they 
could find. The bridge, consisting of two 
spans of 110 feet each, was completely de- 
stroyed ; that is, the superstructure, to- 
gether with some 5,000 feet of treaslework 
and half of telegraph. The rebels made a 
feeble resistance to our cavalry, 120 in 
number, but soon hastily retreated, losing 
four killed. 
Our loss was none.

A dispatch received at the war depart- 


ment, to-day, from Fort Monroe, saya that 
the Richmond Despatch states that a fede- 
ral gunboat had succeeded in passing Fort 
Jackson, below New Orleans, but the reb- 
els say they regard it as of little impor- 
tance, for they have other defences to be 
depended on. 


CAMP Ni:iR SPARTA, Vi., April 26th. 


Several deserters and refugees corrobo- 


rate the previous reports, that Jackson, af- 
ter flying from our advancing column, on 
Friday last, poshed forward to o point one 
mile north of Harrisonburg, where a turn- 
pike branches to the left passing Maganheis- 
town, on the south fork of the Shenandoah 
and the Blue Ridge, and running thence to 
Gordonsville. Jackson's wagon train had 
been pushed toward Stnunton, but hearing 
that town was in possession of the Union 
troops; he remained at Harrisonburg. 


At au early hour, Saturday morning, 


Jackson with his whole force and train, 
took the Gordonsville turnpike, and at lat- 
est accounts, had reached MaganheistoWn. 


On Saturday night, a squadron of the 


1st Vermont cavalry, while scouting the 
Luray road, beyond Massamitten moun- 
tain, fell in witU a body of the enemy's 
cavalry. A skirmish ensued, resultiug in 
the capture of seven of the enemy, and 11 
of their horses. 
None of our men were 


hurt, but a lieutenant had his horse shot 
under him. 
Jackson's retreat from this 


valley has had a beneficial effect on the 
volunteers and drafting men from Rocking- 
ham aud the surrounding counties. Large 
numbers of them are daily coming into 
our Hues and delivering themselves up. 
It 


ia stated that hundreds of thelu are now in 
the mountains, hiding from Asbby's scoots, 
only awaiting au opportunity to escape to 
claim protection from Gen. Banks.

The Defense* of New Orleann— TJieir 
Strength aud Number. 


The work of reducing the rebel defenses 


of New Orleans is actually in progress.— 
The fleet of gunboats and mortars under 
command of Captains Porter and Farragut 
were at last accounts bombarding Fort 
Jackson, and it is probable that they have 
before this time captured it. 


The following facts in reference to the 


defenses of New Orleans, are official reports 
in possession of the war and navy depart- 
ments. 


The city of New Orleans is virtually be- 


sieged by land, lake, and river. 


There is no fortification immediately be- 


low the city. Seven or eight miles from 
the upper line of boundary, there are built 
extensive earthworks on both sides of the 
river, and at the battle ground, [about an 
equal distance below the city, are similar 
low works without casements, and on the 
15th of January last, without gnns. 


FORTS JACKSON' AXD ST. PHILIP. 


The most important approach to New 


Orleans is, of course, up the Mississippi 
river. Here the defenses are more multi- 
farious, but are really, if we except one for- 
tification, not formidable. Fort Jackson, 
the strongest work, is one of our old Uui- 
ted States fortifications, situated 60 miles 
below the city, possessing 16 casemated 
guns, and some 40 en barbette. 
Two of 


the guns are rifled 32s ; several of the oth- 
ers ase 68s ; the remainder are the old ar- 
mament. Fort .St. Philip, also a United 
States work, is directly opposite ; the river 
at this point is a trifle less than half a mile 
wide—the Misissippi grows narrower as 
you approach its mouth ; is built of low- 
earth walls, with no casemates built, up to 
the middle of January ^ast. These forts 
are so situated that they command the riv- 
er three miles below them. From shore to 
shore between these fortifications is strelch- 
ed a chain, composed of cables stolen from 
the ships in the harbor of New Orleans at 
the] time of the rebellion, The chain is 
suspended within a few feet of the surface 
of the river by rafts, which are, in turn, 
held in their places by guys, running up 
stream, atid fastened to the neighboring 
trees. 
This chain is formidable in this^ 


that our boats must approach it from below 
and will have, in striking it, to push it up 
stream, having both the strength of the 
chain and the force of the current to con- 
tend with,

casing to protect the engine used in pump- 
ing the hull from intruding water. 


This battery now lies in the bottom of 


the river a few miles below New Madrid. 


Forts Jackson and Philip once taken by 


our troops, those who know New Orleans 
will believe that the city will surrender. 
The mass cf the pennant population is 
composed of intelligent men, and the com- 
mercial interests have always had a more 
clear idea of the folly of this rebellion 
than ihe people of the interior. 
At all 


events, after the forts alluded to fall, and 
the gunboats, which are not really formid- 
able, are taken, New Orleans is helpless— 
more helpless, indeed, than any city can 
be; and we look upon its speedy reduc- 
tion, once the work is undertaken, as cer- 
tain—and with its fall snaps the backbone- 
of this formidable rebellion.

It was principally raised in tho northern 


portion of the state, I believe, but I met 
several who had lived in Jnnesville. I 
numbers 150 men and are of tho very bes 
material of the state. 
In fact, a more 


hardy, resolute and determined body o 
men, I never saw together anywhere.— 
They have had no surgeon assigned them 
and aa yet had not lost a man since leaving 
tho state. I found a few of them unwel 
in camp, in consequence of their long ant 
rapid march from Nashville, and the change 
of water in this region. Also four in hos 
pital with typhoid fever, three of whom are 
slowly recovering. They have had no pay 
for four months, aud seemed in a sorry con 
dition for want of money to supply a few 
of the delicacies required by their sick. 
They wore supplied from our stores, and a 
Mr. Pratt, of Illinois, who intended to re 
main for several days to care of one of his 
sons, kindly volunteered to look after thn 
boys. The captain, aa well as his entire 
command; wero extremely anxiouo to get 
into active service. 


On Friday night they were ordered to 


Pittsburgh, and undoubtedly ere this have 
been attached to somo brigade, and will, il 
the opportunity offers, give a good account 
of themselves. Their guna were Parrott's 
rifled cannon, and if tbo men are as active 
and efficient in battle as on parade, our 
state will be justly proud of so noble a set 
mon.

ENLARGEMENT or TIIK NEW YORK UANAI, 


LOCKS FOR WAR PURPOSES.— The bill pro- 
viding for the enlargement of ono tier of 
locks on the Erio and Oswego canal, so as 
to admit of the transit of iron gunboats 
from tide-water to Lake Ontario, will pass 
the legislature ; but whether the proposed 
work will ever be accomplished, remains to 
be determined by future events. The New 
York Chamber of Commerce earnestly urges 
the adoption of the measure, in a memorial 
to the legislature, aud in support of their 
representations of what is required for the 
objects mentioned, and the probable cost of 
tho work, (five million,) they offer the state- 
ment by Capt. Ericsson, that an itnpregcn- 
bio iron vessel, 200 feet long and 25 feel 
wide, constructed on tho general plan of the 
Monitor, will Imvo auflieient buoyancy to 
carry a shot-proof iron turret carrying a 


b'un of 15-inch calibre, with a bull of 450 
pounds, capublo of destroying any hostile 
vessel that could bo put an tho Itikaa, 
With- 


out coal, amuiuution and stores, such a ves- 
sel will draw six feet six inches and 
measure eighteen feet in height, from bot- 
tom to keel to top of turret. Before going 
in to rctiou, ti certain quantity of ballast, 
iu addition to coat, ammunition and stores, 
will bo put on board, in order to attain 
what may be termed tho fighting draft of 
eight feet. 


Tho coat of such a vessel will not exceed 


$200,000. 


Tho practicability of tho work is not 


doubted, its necasily is not now so appar- 
ent; but there ia always wisdom in being 
prepared for tho worst. Tho British have 
he means of sending their gunboats into 
tho lakes on 
short 
notice, nnd 
we 


lave none.

This is a large list of sick for a regiment 


which left home with as healthy and robust 
a class of men as the 13th and the inquiry 
may well be made as to the cause.

by adequate thoughtfulness and care lor 
the men, there is a responsibility somewhere 
which should incur its full consequences.

several who had lived in Janesville.

numbers 150 men and are of the very best 
material of the state. 
In fact, a more 


hardy, resolute and determined body of 
men, I never saw together anywhere.— 
They have had no surgeon assigned them, 
and as yet bad noc lost a man since leaving 
the state. 
I found a few of them unwell 


iu camp, in consequence of their long and 
rapid march from Nashville, and the change 
of water in this region. Also four in hos- 
pital with typhoid fever, three of whom are 
slowly recovering. They have had no pay 
for four months, and seemed in a sorry con- 
dition for want of money to supply a few 
of the delicacies required by their sick. 
They wore supplied from our stores, and a 
Mr. Pratt, of Illinois, who intended to re- 
main for several days to care of one of his 
sons, kindly volunteered to look after the 
boys. The captain, as well as his entire 
command, were extremely anxious to get 
into active service. 


On Friday night they were ordered to 


Pittsburgh, and undoubtedly ere this have 
been attached to some brigade, and will, if 
the opportunity offers, give a good account 
of themselves. Their guns were Parrott's 
riQtd cannon, and if the men are as active 
and efficient in battle as on parade, our 
state will be justly proud of so noble a set 
men. Success to them.

LISH COURTS.—On Friday and Saturday, 
April 4th and 5th, Georgo Francis Train 
and a number of members of the vestry of 
St. Mary's Lambeth, were tried before 
Chief Justice Erie and a special jury, at 
Kingston, 
England, on an indictment

hundred men fit for duty, and alt bands at- 
tached to cavalry regiments, without regar-3 
to the condition of their ranks.

Saturday last, about a dozen brass bands 
were mustered out of the service under this 
new rule.

bands are more numerous than useful in our 
army.

Davis" dominions, in- 
stead of the capital of Ohio.

ENLARGEMENT OP THE NEW YORK CANAL 


LOCKS FOR WAR PURPOSES. — The bill pro- 
viding for the enlargement of one tier of 
locks on the Erie and Oswego canal, so as 
to admit of the transit of iron gunboats 
from tide-water to Lake Ontario, will pass 
the legislature ; but whether the proposed 
work will ever be accomplished, remains to 
be determined by future events. The New 
York Chamber of Commerce earnestly urges 
the adoption of the measure, in a memorial 
to the legislature, aud in support of their 
representations of what is required for the 
objects meutioued, aud the probable cost ol 
the work, (five million,) they offer the state- 
ment by Capt. Ericsson, that an impregna- 
ble irou vessel, 200 feet long and 25 feet 
wide, constructed on the general plan of the 
Monitor, will have suuicieut buoyancy to 
carry a shot-proof iron turret carrying a 
gun of 15-inch calibre, with a ball of 450 
pounds, capable of destroying any hostile 
vessel that could be put on the lakes, 
With- 


out coal, ammuntion aud stores, such a ves- 
sel will draw si:: feet six inches and 
measure eighteen feet iu height, from bot- 
tom to keel to top of turret. Before going 
in to f ctiou, a certain quantity of ballast, 
iu addition to coal, ammunition and stores. 
will be put on board, in order to attain 
what may be termed the fighting draft of 
eight feet. 


The cost of such a vessel will not exceed 


$200,000. 


The practicability of the work is not 


doubted, its necjsity is not now so appar- 
ent ; but there is always wisdom iu being 
prepared for the worst.
